Is That Question of Pun- 
ishment Is Being 
Considered. 


RETURN VERDICT TODAY. 


Decision Will Make or Mar the 


Thanksgiving Pleasures of 
, Alleged Temple Tax 
Fixer. 


James.H. Gormiley will know today whether 
Thanksgiving has any special meaning to 
him. He may sit down to his turkey and 
cranberry sauce with an appetite sharpened 
by the verdict of a jury of his peers whicn 
has been trying him on the charge of con- 
spiring to defraud the county of the Masonic 
temple taxes—and he may not. ! 

That the latter may be his fate seemed 
to be indicated by reports from the jury- 


room last night. At 8:30 o'clock it was said | 


the vote stood 8 to 4 for conviction. At 
10:30 the jury sent out for something to eat, 
and it was rumored that an agreement on 
guilt had been reached, and that the question 
of punishment was under constdaeaiacdl 


Agreement Is in Sight. , 

At 2:30 a. m. the jury rapped for a bailiff 
and asked for Judge Horton. When told he 
had gone home they inquired if they would 
be taken to a hotel if they reached a verdict, 
and were answered in the affirmative. 

Judge Ho~ton will convene his court at 9 
o’clock this morning to receive the decision 
of the jury. The foreman of the jury is 
Charles Fleckenstein. ‘ 


Case Given to the Jury. ~ 
| The end of the trial came yesterday at 4:30 
Pp. m., when the jury retired to deliberate on 
the evidence which State's Attorney Deneen 
produced to show that the president of the 
Masonic Fraternity Temple association was 
in league with Capt. Edward Williams, Luke 
Wheeler, and others in a tax fixing plot. 
_ If the jury finds Mr. Gormley guilty it will 
be within its province to fix his punishment, 
as he is charged with a misdemeanor. It can 
inflict a fine of not more than $5,000 and a 
term of imprisonment in either the county 
jail or the penitentiary. If imprisonment in 
the county jail is determined upon the jury 
may fix the term not more than two yeurs 
nor less than one day. If the penitentiary 
is decided upon the length of the term is 
inde finite. 


Jury Fixing Scare. 


_ During the day Judge Horton received a 
communication from two of the jurors which 
resulted in a quiet investigation of the action 
of two men ‘who have been steady attend- 
ants at the trial. .The jureorsecomp'ieined 

these men for several days had been trying 
to attract their attention by winking and 


that an attempt was being made to influence 
them in some manner, and they asked the 
court to protect them. 

By order of the court special bailiffs were 

instructed to watch the suspected men. They 
were traced to the Revere house, at which 
the jury has been quartered, but nothing was 
ascertained that would warrant any further 
action by the court. 
“IT do not believe the two men had any 
corrupt Intentions tOward the jury,” said 
Judge Horton. “ They might have been too 
enthusiastic in their demonstrations during 
the trial, but nothing more can be charged 
against them.’’ 


More Work for Deneen. 


With the Gormley case off his hands 
State’s Attorney Deneen has more work 
ahead of him which is calculated to uncover 
the work of “ tax fixers,’’ and the prospects 
are good for another investigation by the 
grand jury which will bring about the in- 
dictment of business men as prominent as 
Mr. Gormley. 

Mr. Deneen has come into possession of 
an abundance of evidence since Williams 
and Wheeler confessed.to their guilt, which 
is under his investigation. 


Closing Argument by. Counsel. 

 “™ You, gentlemen of the jury, are not a par- 
doning board,’’ said Mr. Deneen, in the c pen- 
ing of his address, while he was assailing the 
position of the defense, which asked for an 


acquittal of Mr. Gormley because his reputa- | 


tion as an honest citizen had never been at- 
tacked before. ‘‘ You are here simply to pass 
judgment on the facts and the law as they 
apply to this defendant.” 

Then Mr. Deneen started out to convince 
the jury that not only Mr. Gormley but 
other officials of the association must have 
been fully conversant with the conspiracy 
to defraud the county of the Masonic temple 
taxes. 

“ Why were the figures changed on the 
books of the association at the directton of 
Wiltams?” asked Mr. Deneen. Those 
figures were changed to conceal the fact 
that there was a shortage in the cash of 
the association at the time the check for 
$20,000 was drawn with which to pay taxes 
amounting to $26,770.17. Mr. Gormley 
must have discussed the matter with 
Williams. The directors must have dis- 
cussed the same matter. It is unreasonabie 
to think Wililiams would have taken such 
an action on hisown motion. I believe others 
besides Gormley knew all about the trans- 
action. Dr. Rush certainly is fully as guilty 
as 
| - After the Big Game. 

Without admitting that either Williams or 
‘Wheeler had gained immunity by confessing 
‘to their guilt, Mr. Deneen said: 

. “It is my opinion that it is better to let 
‘the tools of the real conspirators escape 
and punish these rich and influential men 
‘who by reason of their wealth are able to 
make tax fixing possible. If one of these rich 
and influential citizens, the head of a big 
‘corporation, is brought to justice and pun- 
ished it will be a wholesome lesson to the 
community.” | 

Wing Resorts to Abuse.. 

Attorney Wing showered abuse on the 
heads of Capt. WilHams and Luke Wheeler. 
who, he declared, had perjured themselyes 
‘through the demands of Mr. Deneen. —

CHARGES A POLICE GRAF? 


SLOT MACHINES AS A SIDE LINE, 
CONSTABLE SAYS. 


Declares That City’s Agents of the Law 
Seize the Gambling Devices and 
Then Retail Them te Other Saloen- 
keepers and Cigar Dealers, in Some 
Cases Even Exacting Part of the 
Profite—Liquor Seller te 
Deny Allegation, 


‘That certain policemen are conducting 
a slot machine businéss as a “ side line” is 
the charge made by Constable Thomas 
Sweeney of Justice Hamburgher’s court. 

One saloonkeeper practicaliy admitted last 
night that he had bought a slot machine from 
a detective detailed at the East Chicago av- 
enue statiédn, while others would not deny 
that the police had held them up for part of 
the winnings of their machines. 

The saloonkeeper who is said to have 
bought his machine from the detective would 
mention no namés, but intimated that In- 
spector Campbell was informed of the affair. 

** Go to the police at East Chicago avenue,” 
he said. “‘ They know all about the matter.” 

The slot machines in question are ones that 
the detectives have seized in raids on saloons. 
Instead of destroying the devices, as ordered 
by the court, they are said to have turned 
them to profit. : 


Tells of the “ Graft.” 

Constable Sweeney's charge was made last 
night, after he had been arrested on com- 
plaint of J. L. Schneller, a saloonkeeper at 
130 Wells street. Sweehey is accused of the 
larceny of a slot machine which he seized in 
Schneller’s sa.oon a week ago. 

Sweeney declares that he was arrested 
merely because he dared to seize the ma- 
chine from Schneller’s place, knowing that 
it was under the protection of the police, and 
that in fact it belonged to one of the “ plain 
clothes " men, who secured a percentage of 
the winnings. When he went to Schneller’s 
saloon, he says, he found the machine m 
operation, showed the proprietor a search 
warrant, and then carted the machineaway. 
. Schneller, he says, offered no objection at 
the time, but later was required by the police 
to swear to a larceny warrant. 

When seen last night Schneiler at first re- 
fused to say anything about the case, re- 
ferring all questions to Inspector Campbeil. 
Finally he said that he had caused the con- 
stabie’s arrest because he took the machine 
from behind the ice box, where it was not 
in operation. 

When pressed with a question of where he 
got the machine Schneller was noncom- 
mittal 

“That relates to my private business,” 
he said. 


Son Supports Charges. 

Sweeney's son, who signed the bonds for 
his father’s release, elaborated the charge 
made by the constable. ‘ 

“These machines range in cost from $35 
to $100,"" he said, “‘and the policemen who 
are ordered to break them up cannot bear to 
see good money going to waste. They can 
find a ready sale for the machines at cigar 
stores and saloons, and I don't believe that 
one machine in twenty that is captured by 
the police ever finds its way to the scrap 
pile. There is too much money in seliing 
them.” 

Inspector Campbell ridiculed the story last 
night. He said that he was positive that none 
ot his men was concerned in such work... 

“This man Sweeney went in and took the 
.machine out of Schneller’s saloon when he 
nad no right to,” said the inspector. ‘ The 
machine had been hidden back of the ice 
chest, and was not being used as a gambiing 
device. These constable raids are mostly 
graft. If Sweeney knows anything let him 
tellit. Let him mention some names.” 

Sweeney says that he knows the name of 
the policeman in question, and may reveal it 
later.

From Reporter to Philosopher. 

Mr. Dunne, before he achieved fame by 
his writings about the philosopher of “Archy 
roaad,” was a reporter on various Chicago 
newspapers. He achieved special success in 
reporting baseball games. Instead of build- 
ing up an amplification of the score, he would 
put a dash of humor tIntb his copy, and would 
use odd and racy words. Thjs work took, and 
Mr. Dunne fascinated the fans. Later he be- 
came an editorial writer, and for a time was 
in editorial charge of the Chicago Evening 
Journal. 

Mr. Dunne’s “ Dooley ” letters began with 
local topics as themes, and were prompted 
by the amusing but wise sayings of 4 
lovable old Irishman, the late James Mc- 
Garry, who kept a buffet in Dearborn street. 
Hennessy, a barkeeper, waa the foil for Mc- 
Garry’s wit. 

From local subjects Mr. Dunne branched 
into those of a national and international 
character, and soon his reputation had 
grown,*iintil it reached the English reading 
public in all parts of the world. The :etters 
have been published in book form. 

Some time ago Mr. Dunne left Chicago and 
took up his residence in New York. 


BOY SWEPT TO HIS DEATH 
BY AN “L” EXPRESS TRAIN. 


Struck by Cars as They Dash by a 
Crowded Station Platform and Is 
Hurled to the Ground and Eilled. 


In the presence of scores of factory em- 
ployés who crowded the platforms of the 
California avenue station of the Metropoll- 
tan elevated road last evening, an unidenti- 
fled boy was swept from the platform by a 
train and killed. The victim was Frank 
Strauf, 14 years old, 1320 Kighteenth street. 
Many threats against the train crew were 
made by the crowd, and the police of the 
Hinman street station were summoned. 

An express train of the Douglas park 
branch, which does not stop at the Califor- 
nia avenue station, passed the platform at 
full speed, and as the second car swept by, 
the boy, who had approached the edge of the 
platform, was pressed forward by persons 
in the rear. He was struck and hurled fir- 
teen feet to the end of the platform, and 
making a futile grasp at the railing fell to the 
ground. 

Several women who had witnessed the 
accident shrieked and ran to the stairway, 
where they were thrown down by the rush of 
men whe had followed to aid the boy. When 
the lad was reached he was unconscious.

There is now but little prospect of se- 
curing a modification of the Rush-Bagot 
treaty for some little time to come. This 
is one of the things Canada has reserved 
for the purpose of trading with the United 
States when questions of reciprocity, Alaska 
boundary, and similar subjects of dispute 
come up for final settlement. 

As it will be impossible to build any more 
ships for servéce-on the lakes for the pres- 
ent at least, it is deemed to be good mili- 
tary policy to establish upon the shores of 
Lake Michigan various depots and stations 
which can readily be protected from attack, 
but which at the same time would be prac- 
tically on the frontier and would be imme- 
diately available for an attack upon Canada 
in the remote possibility of a deciaration 
of war between this country and Great 
Britain. None of the other lakes offers any 
protection to shore work except by the erec- 
tion and maintenance at enormous expense 
of great batteries of high power guns, which 
could be readily fanked by any naval course. 
From its complete isolation, however, Lake 
Michigan, it is said by those in a position 
to know, ts destined to be the great interior 
military and naval rendezvous of the United 
States. 


Mr. Foss, chairman of the naval commit- 
tee of the house, has a congressional! district 
which runs from the northern wards of Chi- 
cago to the Wisconsin line. This takes in 
places like Evanston, Highland Park, Fort 
Sheridan, and Waukegan. The latter two 
places are only about five miles apart. Mr. 
Foss, as chairman of the committee, has had 
much to do with the promotion of this naval! 
training station in the past, and must be 
depended upon for much similar work in the 
future. For that reason, perhaps, there is 
a belief that the board has decided to lo- 
cate this station somewhere in his district. 

Enthusiastic military men declare there are 

possibilities for the development of the power 
of the United States in its one great inland 
sea, which can readily be appreciated. The 
largest actual military post in the country 
is now located at Fort Sheridan, and a naval 
training station can easily be established 
in the same vicinity. Experts would then 
favor the subsequent establishment of « 
navy yard either directly under the direc- 
tion of government officers or otherwise ac- 
cording to the treaty requirements at some 
place like South Chicago, Milwaukee, or even 
on the northeastern shore of the lake some- 
where around Grand Traverse bay. 
The straits of Mackinaw. it is pointed out, 
can be easily defended from all naval attacks, 
and in this way the government could re- 
quire an interior rendezvous both for men 
and ships, for army and for navy, which 
would be almost absolutely safe from attack, 
and which could be used in an incredibly 
short time to effect a landing anywhere on 
the shores of Lake Huron or up Georgian bay 
without having to pass any hostile fortifica- 
tions. 

No one desires to start in on any campaign 
based upon a possible war with Great Brit 
tain, but military experts declare that the 
United States must from now bn so man- 
age its army and navy establishments as te 
be prepared for any contingency. A well 
equipped private shipyard on Lake Michi- 
gan, with a certain amount of government! 
encouragement, could in a short time supply 
an effective auxiliary fleet, which could ba 
used immediately for the protection of Cleve.

When she protested against 
their actions, she says, they stripped all her 
clothes off and slapped her face.

Lawyer Cummings for the defense outlined 
what he hopes to prove. He said that he 
would show that Hector McLeod, the man 
who, McDonald says, wielded the tar brush, 
was ijl at the time of the assault and did not 
leave home that night. He could aiso show, 
he said, that the other defendants were not 
in the crowd that went to Potter’s house and 
took McDonald to the sand pit. The lawyer 
also claimed that he could prove by the testi- 
mony of the owner of the pi. that no feathers 
or tar were there for three days after the 
affair, although other witnesses have testi- 
fied to finding lumps of tar and plenty of 
feathers on the ground. 


Evidence Against McDonald. 

William A. Andrews, chairman of the 
board of selectmen of Marion, test filed that 
on the morning after McDonald had said he 
was ridden on a rail he saw the latter stripped 
from the waist up, but saw no tar nor feath- 
ers upon his body. 

Dr. A. W. Rice testified that McLeod

New York, Nov. 26.—[Special. }—The 
talked of deal by which the Interborough 
Rapid Transit company was to secure control 
of the Manhattan rai.way company finally 
received official confirmation today. Accord- 
ing to. this statement the Interborough Rapid 
Transit company will lease the Manhattan 


on a basis of a7 per cent dividend guaranty 
of the latter company’s stock by the former, 


The lease was authorized today at meetings 
of the boards of directors of both companies, — 
the general proposition for such action being 
approved by both boards of directors. The > 
details of the lease are to be worked out by 
the officers, under advice of counse!, and the 
completed document will be submitted for ap- 
proval to the directors and to the stock- 


Lease to Run 999 Years. 


According to the official statement which 
was issued by Alfred Skitt, vice president 
and general superintendent of the Manhat- 
tan railway, the lease will take effect on‘ 
April 1, 1908, and will be for 900 years. It 
will cover all the franchises and property of — 
the Manhattan railway company. ~ 

The rentals from April 1, 1008, to Jan. 1, 
1906, will be the net earnings of the Manhat- 
tan company, not exceeding 7 per cent. After 
Jan. 1, 1906, the rental will be 7 per cent per. 
annum on the stock of the Manhattan rail-. 
way company, guaranteed by the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit company. The Man- 
hattan railway company stock is to be in- 
creased at once to $55,200,000 for the purpose 
of completing improvements already planned, 
the present stockhoiders of the Manhattan 
railway company to have the privilege of 
taking the new stock pro rata at par. 


Provide for Increase in Stock. 


Provision is to be made in the lease for 
the ultimate increase of Manhattan stock to 
the total amount of $60,000,000, inciuding 
outstanding stock, and due provision is to 
be made for the application of the proceeds | 
of the sale of the increased stock to the 
further improvement of the Manhattan 
property. 

The Interborough company will pay $10,000 

annum to keep up the organization of the

Telegraph Company Asks That Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Be Enjoined from 
Removing Poles—Gets Short Stay. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 26.—The application 
of the Western Union Telegraph company 
for an injunction to restrain the Pennsyl- 
vania rallroad from compelling it to remove 
its poles and wires from the right of way 


of the Pennsylvania by reason of the alleged | 


expiration of the contract between the two 
companies, came up for argument in the 
United States Circuit court before Judge Buf- 
fington today. 

An additional bill, accompanied by a peti- 
tion, was filed. The bill recites that the tele- 
graph lines of the plaintiff comprise over 
192,000 miles of poles and cables and over 
900,000 miles of wire; that it has over 123,000 
offices and transmits about 65,000,000 mes-

There are at least three competent women 
in the organization, however, Miss Kennard, 
Miss Ward, and Miss Browning, doing work 
that made pleasant the anticipation of seei 
them in other réles. The nearest approach 
to possible satisfactory achievement amo 
the men was made by Ashley Miller 
Brother Paul and John Daly Murphy as 
Manager of the Music Hall. Miss Kenriard 
as Glory justified the many pleasant things 
that had been reported of her abilities. She 
is an actress thoroughly routined, and when 
she starts to score a dramatic point she usu- 
ally succeeds, with the surety and ease that 
experience and well trained powers, under 
good command, make possible. She has a 
stage presence that is attractive, and while 
lacking in distinction, has a_ certain 
winsome girlishness of manner and per- 
sonality that compels the auditor’s sympathy.

MONSTER COAST DEFENSE 


GUN SHIPPED TO SANDY HOOK. 


Weapon Which Throws Projectile 
Weighing 2,370 Pounds a Distance 
of 21 Miles Soon to Be Put in Place. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 26.—The_ sixteen inch 
coast defense gun, which*was manufactured 
at the Waterviiet arsenal, was shipped to- 
day to the Sandy Hook proving grounds. 

The following are the dimensions of this. 
great weapon of coast defense: Length over 
all, 49 feet 2.9 inches; diameter at breech, 
5 feet; bore, 16 inches. Its construction was 
begun May 14, 1898, and it was finished 
June 12, 1902. 

It shoots a projectile weighing 2,370 pounds 
a distance ‘of twenty-one miles. If smoke- 
less powder Is used it will require 576 pounds, 
or about 1,000 pounds of black powder. The 
crude steel from which the gun was as- 
sembled weighed 368,000 pounds. It has 
cost in material, labor, and machinery about 
$150,000. One of the largest cranes in the 
world was built to handle it.

ST. JOHN THE BAPTIST. 
[ANDREA DEL SARTO.) 

Del Sarto’s '* John the Baptist,”’ now hang- 
ing in the Firenzi gallery of the Pitti palace 
at Florence, a photogravure reproduction of 
which is given with THs TRIBUNE today, is 
one of the noted pictures of the world. This 
celebrated Florentine painter, who was born 
in Florence in 1486 and died there in 1531, was 
famous for his frescoes. His “ Nativity of 
the Virgin,’ now In the court of the Servi 
at Florence, is said to be the finest fresco 
ever painted. 

Many of Del Sarto’s easel pictures are now 
in the Pitti palace at F-orence, in the Louvre 
at Paris, in the National Gallery of London, 
and the galleries of Vienna, Dresden, St. 
Petersburg, and other art centers. Del 
Sarto’s real name was Andrea d’Angelo de 
Francesco, but he was commonly known as 
Del Sarto because his father, Angelo, was a 
tailor. The name Vinucchi was also given 
him, but without good reason. 

The subjects of Del Sarto’s frescoes were 
mainly religious, among those best known 
being “‘ Madonna del Sacco,” now in the 
cloisters of San Annunziata; “‘ Madonna di 
San Francesco” and “The Birth pf St 
John,” in the Scalzo; “ The Last Supper,” 
San Salvi; five frescoes illustrating the life 
of St. Philip, in the court of San Annun- 
ziata dé Servi, and “‘ The Processions of the 
Magi,”’ in the same place.

My 
predecessor took steps to prove the entriés 
were false. The barons did not care for 
that, as nothing was done about the fencing. 


It was calculated that it would take two 
years, to cancel the fraudulent entries, and 
that hs soon as they were canceled others 
would be filed. In this way the barons ex- 
pected to have a tenure of the land for sev- 
eral years. 

“When I began my investigation I made 
the fence the principal object of my attack, 
knowing that when the fence fell the fraud- 
ulent homesteads also would fall. I re- 
quested the district attorney to begin a suit 
in equity asking for a decree to pull down 
the fences. The language of the act is im- 
perative. Such a suit is given precedence of 
all others on the docket and a decree must 
be summarily executed. The cattle ‘men 
have sixty days in which to remove their 
strings of barbed wire. After that the gov- 
ernment can remove them under the decree. 

“* In endeavoring to enforce the law, which 
had been practically a dead letter since 1885, 
when it was passed, I have found the strong- 
est Influences at work in opposition. In ad- 
dition to the two Nebraska senators, the 
cattle men have been Able to enlist the sym- 
pathies of other strong forces in the state 
and through the east.”’

WICKERSHAM FAILS TO MEET 
CREDITORS. AND PAY $6,000. 


Claims Amounting to $41,000 Are Pre-

ever, because Mr. Wickersham had failed | 


to make the deposit of $6,000. If he does not

WOMEN PROJECT AN INSTITU- 
TION FOR CHILDREN. 


Idea Suggested by Olinics Conducted 
by Dr. Lorens—Reform Department 
Initiates the Movement and a Con- 
ference to Devise Ways to Raise 
Fands Will Meet Soon—Echo of the 
Wiles Controversy in the Form of 
an Apology. 


The erection of a hospital for children ex- 
clusively is a task undertaken yesterday by 
the Chicago Woman's club. The proposed 
hospital will be a monument to Dr. Adolf 
Lorenz. The need of such aninstitution was 
suggested to the reform department of the 
club by the success of the Vienna surgeon's 
public clinics: 

The proposed hospital is primarily intend- 
ed for the care of the sick and crippled chil- 
dren of the poor, although its doors will not 
be closed to the children of the rich. Not 
only will the institution treat the crippled 
through the use of orthopedic surgery but 
it will be the only hospital in Chicago where 
children suffering from contagious 
may receive care, 


Will Fill Long Felt Need. 

* The need of an institution for chil- 
dren suffering from contagion has long been 
felt; the need of a hospital where the crip- 
pled children of the poor may receive all 
the benefits of advanced surgery has been 
pointed out to us by the success of Dr. Lorenz 
and the large demands made upon him by the 
poor,’’ said Mrs. George W. Plummer, chair- 
man of the reform department of the Wom- 
an’s club. 

The movement was initiated at the morning 
meeting of the reform department; it was 
indorsed at the general meeting of the club 
fin the afternoon. 

A conference to devise means of raising 
the funds necessary to build the hospital will 
be called within the next month. Dr. Rosa 
Engleman, Dr. Harriett C.. B. Alexander, 
Mrs. Charles Harmon, Mrs. J. H. Kaufman, 
and Mrs. Fiske were appointed a committee 
to arrange the conference. 


Echo of Wiles Controversy. 

An echo of the Wiles anonymous letter con- 
troversy was heard when it became known 
at the business meeting of the Woman's 
club that the board of directors had written 
a three page letter of apology to Mrs. Wiles— 
not for the action of the board in the Wiles 
trouble, however. At the time of the con- 
troversy Mrs. Wiles received an anonymous 
letter herself, and this she gave to Mrs. Sol- 
omon, chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee. After the squabble had been settled 
Mrs. Wiles demanded that the letter be re- 
turned. She wae told that the epistle had 
never been received. Mrs. Solomon recently 
found the missing letter and the directors 
returned it with an apology.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS| 


CARROLL D. WRIGHT’S ESSAYS. 
“Some Ethical Phases of the Labor 
Question,”’ by a Thinker. 


A timely book is Carroll D. Wright's 
‘“*Bome Ethical Phases of the Labor Ques- 
tion,” the collected and rewritten form of a 
number of lectures by him. The divisions 
of the book are “ Religion in Relation to 
Sociology,” “The Relation of Political 
Economy to the Labor Question,” ‘“ The 
Factory as an Element in Civilization,” and 
“ The Ethics of Prison Labor.” Mr. Wright 
finds great comfort in the growing know!- 
edge and recognition of the value of sociolo- 
gy by the people, and he gives enthusiastic 
commendation to the views of Prof. Small 
of the University of Chicago, Henry D. 
Lloyd, and other recent writers. He says: 
“We must adopt the therapeutics taught 
by religion. We must understand the 
maladies of society through sociological sc!- 
ence. ... . The egoism of man has carried 
him into the worst crimes, both individually 
and collectively, the world has ever wit- 
nessed. Egoiem has also carried him into 
the sublimest altruism and into the most 
aggressive movements for the benefit of the 
race at large. There is no act of altruism 
that has not in it the elements of selfishness. 
Religion would teach us that the selfishness 
or the egoigm shall be of the purest quality; 
shall be that selfishness which demands of 
@ man such service as shall increase the 
happiness of those for whom it is intended 
as much as for his own happiness.”’ 

Mr. Wright believes the man falls ‘short of 
his @uty who undertakes the study of sci- 
ence in any department without under- 
standing the religious interpretation of the 
facts which those sciences disclose. 

Speaking of political economy in its rela- 
tion to the labor question, Mr. Wright pre- 
dicts that it will, in the near future, deal 
largely with the family, with wealth, and 
with the state, and not longer confine itself 
with wealth alone. “ Under family, it will 
take cognizance with the relations of the 
sexes, marriage and divorce, the position of 
women and the education ofchildren. ... 
Under wealth, the old chapters will be re- 
vivified in the light of mora) discernment, 
relative to all the delicate but always 
reciprocal relations of labor and capital. 
Under state, political ethics will be taught 
as a @irect: means of securing the highest 
material and social prosperity.”’ The true 
labor question of today, In a limited sense, 
is how labor may be rendered more gener- 
ally attractive without impairing the effici- 
ency of capital, so that all the workers of 
society may have their proper share in the 
distribution of profits. 

Mr. Wright i a firm believer in the factory 
as an agent of and he quotes 
many instances from his own knowledge 
of how the factories of Néw England have 
graduated first the native girls, then Irish, 
then French-Canadians, and latterly Swedes 
and the girls of other nationalities from the 
loom to other and better walks of life, con- 


ferring on edch as it did so education’and | 


self-respect. 

Mr. Wright’s views on prison labor are 
pretty well known. He. holds that prison 
industries should be conducted in such a 
way as to leave the least impression on prices 
and wages; that there is not so much reform- 
able material in prisons as philanthropists 
would have us believe; that many people 
now in prison should be in insane and other 
asylums; that labor and capital should try 
to reduce the number of prisoners; that the 
basis of prison management should be the 
"cure of moral as well as mental and physical 
maladies; that the State Use system should 
get a thorough trial. 

Altogether the book is a valuable addition 
to our growing stock of sociological litera- 
ture. (American Unitarian Association.) 


MACKENZIE’S VOYAGES. . 
Reprint of the Early ExpeditionsInto the 
Far North. 
The New Amsterdam Book company has 
rformed an excellent service in reprinting 
n convenient form the “ Voyages” of Alex- 
ander Mackenzie. The accounts which this 
intrepid traveler and indefatigable trader 
has left of his “ Voyages from Montreal 
Through the Continent of North America 
to the Frozen and Pacific Oceans,” under- 
taken in 1789 and 1793, are among the beat 
of the early records of the great north land 
and are as alive with human interest as 
though they had been written last year. 
Mackenzie, who seems to have been de- 
signed particularly for his Hfe work, was born 
in Scotland about 1755 and came to America 
at an early age. The great north called to 


“him from the first, and it was not long be-- 


fore he joined the Northwest Fur company 
and identified himself with the work of trad- 
ing with the Indians. The greater part of 
his life after that was devoted to the task 
of his employers, and he has left a record 
of his work in his “* Voyages’ which cannot 
fail to interest the scientist or the general 
reader. With old time modesty he sets down 
his exploits, often eliminating the personal 
equation and attributing what he accom- 
plished to Providence orto others than him- 
self. 

With fervor he threw himself into the life 
which confronted him; with enthusiasm he 
embraced the rude existence of the voy- 
egeur, paddling his canoes down rapid and 
rock strewn streams, skirting unknown 
lakes, scaling mountain peaks, till finally he 
stood upon the shores of the “* frozen " sea. 
He met tribes of Indians who never had 
gazed upon a white man before; he encoun- 
tered their trickery, their malice, he suffered 
from thelr thievery, and he met all this 
treatment with firmness, with dignity, and 
with absolute justice. 

But he had the interest of the scientist and 
explorer as well as that of the trader, and 
he set down in his journal everything of 
novelty which he eneountered. His surveys, 
his nomenclature, his botanical researches 
proved invaluable for those who came after 
him, as did his treatment and intercourse 
with the Indians to future traders. Nor is 
the traveler unmindful of the human inter- 
est of his adventures, which, under his pen, 
adumbrate the romances of Sir Gilbert Par- 
ker and Miss Laur. 

The reprint is in two neatly printed vol- 
umes, furnished with a portrait and maps. 


LIFE OF THE CONTINENTALS., 


“'Mhe Private Soldier Under Washing- 
ton,” by Charles K. Bolton. 


Charles Knowles Bolton of Shirley, Mass., 
has undertaken to write an appreciative 
book concerning the deeds and the suffering 
of the private soldiers who served under 
Washington in the revolutionary war. 

Much has been written about the American 
revolution, but, as Mr. Bolton says, “‘ Our 
knowledge of the private soldiers of the 
patriot army is confined chiefly te Washing- 
ton’s descriptions of their sufferings at Valley 
Forge." The author of this work on the en- 
listed man has labored hard and conscien- 
tiously to gather the materia! which he has 
pised to such good advantage. 

Mr. Bolton devotes his first chapter to the 
origin of the army, and tells in it something 
of the caliber of\the men of the ranks, upon 
whom fell the fighting task of routing the 
redcoats. The story of the camp life of the 
men, of their hardships, their field duties, 


their few amusements, and their devotion | 


to their leader, Washington, is told strongly 
and sympathetically. There is also a fund 
of information in the book touching the 
equipment, or, possibly, lack of equipment 
would be a better term, of the men of the 
continental army. British prison ships and 
so-called hospitals come in for a scoring 
description. Mr. Bolton’s book is finely illus- 
trated. There are facsimiles scattered 
through it of orders coming from the com- 
mander-in-chief, of appeals to the people 
to enlist, and of many other quaint papers 
and doctments of revolutionary days. The 
book is of much more than passing Interest. 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York).

DAMAGE SUIT FILED WITH Faow. 
ISE OF REVELATIONS. | 


Mrs..Annie Dillon, Who with Her Fam- 
ily Was Arrested for the Death of 

Devine and Pennell, Asks Judg- 
ment of $50,000 Against Patrolmen 
Who Took Plaintiff! in Custody— 
Charge That Real Perpetrators of 
the Crime Are Being Shielded. 


‘Through a suit for damages for false arrest 
the mystery of the murder of Policemen 
Timothy T. Devine and Charles F. Pennell 
on Aug. 12 last may be solved in the courts. 

Mrs. Annie Dillon, who, with her daugh- 
ter and three sons, was arrested by the 
police a short while after the murders, js 
the plaintiff, and asks $50,000 damages from 
Peter S. Lynch and John Jenk#, the police- 
men who directed the arrest. The suit was 
filed in the Circuit court yesterday. 

It-is contended by the plainti torney 
that his client has informatio at points 
to the correct theory of the murders, which, 
so far as the public has been informed, was 
never solved by the police. “The attorney as- 
serts that in the trial of the case, the plaintiff 


; will show that the police know more of the 


circumstances of the crime than was ever 
admitted by them, and that behind this al- 
leged secrecy are powerful influences pro- 
tecting the guilty persons. 


Seys Police Were Brutal. 

Louis J. Pierson is Mrs. Dillon's attorney, 
and he says his client's allegations include 
arrest without.a warrant and rough treat- 
ment of hacked, and daughter at the hands 
of the police, who, she asserts, aroused her 
family from their beds in the early morning 


' by their attempts, to gain entrance to the 
house. 


As regards herself, the woman says she 
was not given time to dress before being 
hustied into the patrol wagon, and that her 
daughter, Mary Dillon, was so roughly han- 
died: that her clothing was torn and her 
shoulder scratched and bruised. 

Mr. Pierson also says that since he under- 
took the case Mrs. Dillon and members of 
her family have been repeatedly visited by 
the police and their friends and importuned 
to drop the case.
